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Avila  Offers  Pluses 
In  Sciences,  Math 

“We  owe  our  students  the  most 
professional  job  we  can  do  for 
them:  in  counseling,  in  the  atti- 
tudes of  our  professors,  their  pro- 
fessionalism, the  courses  we 
offer,  the  equipment  we  use  and 
the  teaching  methods  we  apply.” 
Excellence  and  professionalism 
are  goals  Dr.  Edward  Donovan, 
biology  area  coordinator,  shares 
with  the  other  members  of  the 
natural  sciences  and  mathematics 
department.  He  speaks  with  en- 
thusiasm of  the  “highly  qualified, 
highly  motivated,  cooperative, 
progressive”  faculty  of  the  natural 
sciences  and  mathematics  de- 
partment which  includes  Dr. 
Donovan,  Dr.  David  Uhlik  and 
Robert  Powell,  biology:  Sr.  Marie 
Joan  Harris  and  Dr.  Larry  Sulli- 
van, chemistry;  Srs.  Ann  Dominic 
Tassone,  Mary  Fitzpatrick  and 
Rita  Flaherty,  mathematics;  and 
Mrs.  Lewis  (Virginia)  Johnston, 
medical  technology.  Part-time 
instructors  in  the  department  are 
Omar  Conrad,  earth  science;  Sr. 
Paul  Joseph  Koutsoumpas, 
chemistry;  and  Sr.  Helen  Miljour, 
physics. 

Joining  Dr.  Donovan  in  his 
appraisal  is  Sr.  Marie  Joan, 
chairman  of  the  natural  sciences 
and  mathematics  department, 
who  cites  the  faculty’s  interest  in 
students  as  “the  greatest  asset  of 
the  department.”  Sr.  Marie  Joan, 
who  last  September  was  awarded 
the  1974  International  Surfactant 
Chemistry  Award  by  the  Italian  Oil 
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Rod  Walsh  [opposite]  is  hard  at  work  recording  the  results  of  an  experiment 
while  Kathy  Kannard  and  Julie  DeMasters  [above]  study  together. 


Chemists  Association  and  who 
has  a Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Kansas,  devotes  much  of  her  time 
to  tutoring  students  as  do  the 
others  in  the  department.  A high 

rjmber  of  “contact”  hours  (lec- 
ure,  laboratory,  tutoring,  coun- 
seling hours)  is  usual  fare  for  this 
department. 

Dr.  Donovan  cites  another  of 
the  department’s  strengths  as 
that  of  quality  supervision  in  the 
lab  commensurate  with  what  the 
student  receives  in  the  lecture 
room.  “If  a Ph.D.  delivers  the 
lecture,  then  the  student  is 
entitled  to  the  same  quality  in  the 
laboratory.  This  is  not  the  case  at 
large  institutions  where  graduate 
students  often  supervise  labs,”  he 
remarks.  Along  those  same  lines, 
jembers  of  the  department  note 
le  fine  equipment  which  is 
available  for  science  students’ 
use,  a situation  unlike  that  in 
large  universities  where  often 
only  graduate  students  have 
access  to  the  equipment. 

The  science  department  is 


instructing  about  a thousand 
students  a year  through  its 
service  to  the  nursing,  medical 
technology  and  education  pro- 
grams. A fully-equipped  fifth  lab 
and  additional  office  space  is 
being  added  this  semester  to 
accommodate  the  needs  of  the 
department. 

The  pre-med  major,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Sullivan,  has  been 
broadened  and  strengthened 
through  a program  to  prepare  the 
student  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  particular  medical  school  to 
which  he  intends  to  apply.  The 
number  of  pre-med  majors  has 
increased  this  year  from  one  to 
six  and  indications  are  that  next 
year’s  freshman  class  will  have 
seven  more  majors. 

The  medical  technology  area 
has  gained  impetus  through  a 
new  coordinated  program  devel- 
oped in  cooperation  with  St 
Joseph’s  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospit- 
als. The  new  coordinated  program 
is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
greater  Kansas  City  area.  The 
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program  provides  for  the  student 
to  spend  his  first  three  years  on 
campus  in  pursuit  of  academic 
courses  with  an  emphasis  on 
biology  and  chemistry.  During  his 
fourth  year  he  gains  clinical 
experience  at  one  of  the  cooperat- 
ing hospitals.  This  new  program 
guarantees  placement  of  a stu- 
dent who  has  successfully  com- 
pleted the  prerequisites  for  the 
clinical  experience,  an  improve- 
ment over  other  medical  technol- 
ogy programs  which  provide  no 
assistance  in  placement  for  the 
clinical  experience.  The  Missouri 
Regional  Medical  Program  is  pro- 
viding assistance  in  developing 
the  program  through  a grant 
awarded  to  the  college  this  year. 
Virginia  Johnston,  a registered 
medical  technologist,  is  the  pro- 
ject director. 

Reaching  the  non-science  ma- 
jor to  stimulate  an  appreciation 
for  and  an  interest  in  the  sciences 
is  a goal  which  is  being  worked 
toward  through  specially-design- 
ed courses  available  in  the  regular 
session  and  in  mini-sessions.  The 
primary  goal  of  the  natural 
sciences  and  mathematics  de- 
partment, however,  is  to  increase 
the  number  of  generic  majors,  i.e. 
biology,  chemistry  and  mathe- 
matics, and  that  goal  is  one  not 
so  much  of  quantity  as  quality.  As 
Dr.  Donovan  puts  it,  “We’re  like 
the  Marines.  We  want  a few  good 
ones.”  Generic  majors  who  are 
accepted  into  graduate  schools 
provide  a test  of  the  mettle  of  the 
undergraduate  program.  “It  has 
never  been  easy  to  enter  graduate 
schools  in  science,”  says  Dr. 
Donovan.  “But  the  continued  ac- 


ceptance of  our  students  would 
spread  the  reputation  of  the  de- 
partment and  of  the  college  and 
provide  a test  of  our  program.” 
The  activities  of  Avila’s  science 
graduates  speak  well  for  them  and 
for  the  department.  A number 
them  are  pursuing  careers  i^^ 
teaching,  medical  technology, 
research  in  clinical  chemistry,  en- 
vironmental protection  and  can- 
cer, and  some  are  working  toward 
doctoral  degrees. 

Personal  attention  and  excel- 
lence are  also  concerns  of  the 
mathematics  area.  Again,  the 
strength  of  this  area  is  expressed 
in  terms  of  the  time  instructors 
devote  to  working  with  the 
particular  abilities  of  each  individ- 
ual, allowing  students  “time  to 
grow,”  as  Sr.  Ann  Dominic, 
mathematics  area  coordinator^ 
expresses  it.  Mathematics  st^j 
dents  may  take  a broad  spectrum 
of  courses  whose  objectives  are 
to  teach  logic,  sequencing,  appli- 
cation, research  and  communica- 
tion as  much  as  mathematics  per 
se. 
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As  with  the  sciences,  the 
mathematics  area  provides  cours- 
es to  service  other  areas— educa- 
tion, business,  nursing  and  social 
services.  Sr.  Ann  Dominic  relates 
Jith  pride  the  graduates  who  have 
Tursued  careers  as  professional 
mathematicians.  Today  they  are 
senior  statisticians,  program- 
mers, teachers,  marketing  ana- 
lysts, counselors,  graduate  stu- 
dents in  law  and  industrial  engin- 
eering, employment  managers. 
The  mathematics  faculty  encour- 
ages its  students  to  use  the 
Interim  in  January  as  a practicum 
to  help  them  decide  upon  a 
career.  Two  young  women  stu- 
dents gained  experience  as  com- 
puter operators  during  recent 
Interims. 

Mini-courses  providing  enrich- 
ment for  everyday  living  are  a part 
"of  the  plan  of  the  mathematics 
and  science  areas  to  reach  various 
segments  of  the  community. 
Many  of  these  will  be  evening 
courses  planned  specifically  for 


the  adult  community.  Members  of 
the  mathematics  area  have  been 
assisting  teachers,  nurses,  tech- 
nicians and  the  general  public 
through  special  workshops  on 
subjects  such  as  the  metrics 
system. 

Another  concept  which  is  being 
implemented  this  year  is  that  of 
dual-enrollment  in  which  a stu- 
dent may  enroll  in  courses  at 
Avila  while  still  in  high  school. 
These  courses  may  be  taken  on 
the  campus  or  at  the  high  school 
from  an  instructor  approved  by 
Avila.  A calculus  course  at  O’Hara 
High  School  last  fall  carried  Avila 
credit  under  the  dual-enrollment 
concept.  Further  experiences  with 
the  concept  are  planned  by  the 
natural  sciences  and  mathemat- 
ics department  as  well  as  the 
college  at  large. 

Talent  and  dedication  have 
combined  in  the  natural  sciences 
and  mathematics  department  to 
produce  strong  programs  which 
are  a vital  part  of  Avila  College.
